THREE BIG CITIES. 


Tfce BelatlT* Importance of New Vork, 


iMmtaa aad P»rta. 


The lively metropolis of the new 


world with its immediately outlying 
suburbs and connected cities, as Brook- 
lyn on tbe one hand and Jersey City 
and Hoboken on the other, has already 
a larger population than Paris, a capi- 
tal which antedates the Christian era. 
Paris has had more trian twenty cen- 
turies for it to grow to its present huge 
bulk, and now numbers 
2.260,000 


people. New York proper, crowded 
into the narrow bounds of the penin- 
sula formed at the head of Long Island 
So»nd by the narrow arm of the sea 
called the East river on one side anil 
the broad and stately Hudson on the 
other, has been compelled to pushc it- 
self farther and farther northward, into 
the only region that was possible i'or 
the continuous city, while a large part 
of its people early went to Brooklyn 
for their place of residence, while still 
doing business HI New York. This 
tendency in late times has greatly in- 
creased, both for Brooklyn, and to a 
less extent for Jersey City, until now 
Brooklyn has a population of nearly ov 
quite 700,000, and Jersey City and Ho- 
boken have 15.ri, 000 more; while adjoin- 
ing communities, properly a part oi 
these, and the people living in New 
York bay, all of whom are properly n 
part of New York City, make the total 
some 15,000 more— "thus, with New 
York's 1,400,000, fairly overtopping 
Paiis with all its modern annexations. 
It is probably as certain as any future 
occurrence well can be, that Brooklyn 
and New York, already united by the 
magnificent structure called the Brook- 
lyn bridge, will be brought under one 
municipality. With Jersey City the 
case is dillurcnt; for that thriving town 
lies in another State. 
But practically 


these several neighboring communities 
are one. All owe their rise to the fact 
of the singularly favorable commercial 
situation of New York. Not excepting 
Constantinople, that city is naturally, 
(BO far as nature has any thing what- 
ever to do with cities) the most favora- 
bly situated, for trade, of all the cities 
in the world. London has become 
what it is more from the circumstances 
of race-mixing and distribution, and 
the course of European forces, than 
from any marked superiority of situa- 
tion in a commercial sense — though 
this is no doubt one of the best; the 
river town, sixty miles from the sea, 
but having always plenty of water, and 
daily tides of lit' teen feet, become inevita- 
bly, 
with the insular condition and 


commercial trading spirit of England, 
not only its greatest port, but the 
world's greatest city. It is still grow- 
ing and spreading itself out in dreary 
miles of new streets of brick and mor- 
tar, in place of England's rural scenes, 
every year and it now contains in all 
of its sprawling circuit, including a 
dozen old and once interestingvillages 
that have been scooped in, something 
near 5,000,000 of people. If its total 
has not reached that figure it will do it 
evidently buforo the next census in 
1891. 
This is amazing. It far surpasses 


the greatest cities of antiquity. None 
of its contemporaries can reach such 
an aggregate, and few, if any, can rel- 
ative keep pace with it. Nature's great 
universal-governing law of attraction, 
whatever it may really be, does not in 
the planetary worlds govern by mass 
gravitation 
any more than London 


now ever draws to itself by its owe 
gravitating force. New York is be- 
ginning to show something of the 
working of the same law. 
Thai; city 


is growing largely and steadily. It 
will soon, ho doubt, decidedly outstrip 
Paris, but the prospect is very dim, dis- 
tant and dubious that it will ever over- 
take London. However that may be, 
nature has made it emphatically tho 
place for a great mart of trade, and 
that is, has been, and is likely long to 
be, its true characteristic. — Hartford 
Times.

No Special Privilege for Indiana 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1C.—The Treasury 


Department has decided that Indiana liv- 
ing in the United States near the Cana- 
dian frontier are not entitled to the priv- 
ilege of purchasing hoi ses and cattle in 
Canada and importing them into the 
United Stales free of duty, either under 
section 2SIC of tho Revised Statutes or 
otherwise.

About seventy tents were pitched on the 
ground, and from early morning till 9:30 
nt night meetings were in progress, A 
large amount of business has been trans- 
acted aud 83,000 were raised to carry for- 
ward the missionary work. The Advent- 
ists have twenty-nine organized mission- 
ary societies in the conference. The re- 
ports show a membership of 375. These 
members have distributed 243,106 pages 
of tracts, written 1,516 missionary letters, 
made 2,189 visits, taken BOO subscriptions 
for periodicals. Their receipts were 87,- 
772 for the year. The Chicago mission 
brought in an interesting report. Uver 
2,000 Bible readings have been held in 
Chicago and 4,706 missionary visits have 
been made. Pages tracts distributed, 
140.345. The churches of this state num- 
ber thirty, with a membership of 784 
Money paid in for ministerial labor, 85,- 
177.23 ; money donated for Other mis- 
sionary enterprises, 81,813 25. There are 
thirty-five Sabbath schools in the state, 
with a membership of 817. Their contri- 
bution amounts to 8256 35. Thirty per- 
sons were baptized on tbe ground in a 
fount prepared for that purpose.
